This is the question that is 
in every person’s minds now, 
and the result rests with the 
voters of the area who must 
answer yes, or no to the ques¬ 
tion. 

That we are in great, need of 
a Hospital, goes without saying. 
There is no argument on that 

lint. The only question that 
hits home is whether or not 
we are willing to shoulder the 
burden of a few dollars added 
taxation t^ enjoy the benefits 
hat a Hospital would bring Id 
the Town and district. After 
all, even in the most extreme 
cases, the added taxes would 
not be very large and the div¬ 
idends accruing to yciu and your 
neighbor from this adedd tax 
in case of serious illness or 
accident, would be worth a 
thousand times the cost if suf¬ 
fering were mitigated or a life 
saved. Tlun too, with each year 
of the war, the need for a Hos- 
pital increases as tires become 
thinner, cars less dependable, 
and the supply 0 f gasoline 
more uncertain. Take stock of 
what the past two years have 
done to driving and the dec¬ 
rease in the number of cars on 
the highway and picture the 
t ravel conditions if we have 
another two years of war, 
which is not at all unlikely. We 
will still have sickness and 
accidents, and we will still 
have hospitalization, if not 
here, then somewhere else, but 


it would l>e comforting indeed 
to know that we had it here. 

Let’s fate another fact. How 
would you like to be without a 
Doctor? How would you like 
to be forced to call every Urns 
you needed medical attention 
for a Doctor to come from Letli 
bridge (if you could get one), 
and th:n on top of the regular 
fee pay mileage for a 46 mile 
round trip.

WILL FALL COVER CHOPS 
DECREASE NEXT YEAR’S 
YIELDS? 



A number of enquiries have 
been received at the Lethbridge 
Experimental Station regard¬ 
ing the probability of next 
year’s yields being reduced on 
summer-fallows if a cover crop 
is seeded on the fallow’ late this 
susnmjer. The Experimental 
Station staff have been study¬ 
ing this question for a number 
of years and the possibility of 
a decrease in yields after cover 
crops seems to be wholly a mat¬ 
ter of the moisture in the soil 
of the fallow. 

Of course cover crops use 
moisture. The soil samples 
taken on fields where cover 
crops arc growing show that 
they dry out the soil down to 
a depth of from 12 to 18 inches 
depending on l he height of the 
cover crop. It should be expect¬ 
ed that cover crops seeded the 
last w r eek in duly would use 
the moisture in the top 18 in¬ 
ches of soil. If the fall season 
is warm and the killing frost 
late, they might dry the soil 
to a greater depth than 18 
inches. 

This simply means that that 
much moisture lias been lost 
from the soil. If the.re has been 
sufficient moisture during the 
season the -allowing is done to 
wet the soil to a depth cf fix
